In his address delivered before the 
California Library association at the 
meeting held February 20, at San Jose, 
Rufus P. Jennings, chairman of the 
California Promotion committee, said 
in part:

Riverside Masons Celebrate. 

Washington’s birthday was a most 
fitting time for the laying of the corner 
stone of the magnificent new Masonic 
temple at Riverside by the Most Wor¬ 
shipful Grand Lodge, Grand Master 
George Perine officiating. This will be 
one of the finest Masonic lodge houses 
in Southern California, and will be used 
exclusively for lodge purposes. Wor¬ 
shipful Master Henry D. French made 
an address of welcome on behalf of 
Evergreen Lodge No. 259, Riverside 
Chapter No. 67, Royal Arch Masons, 
Commandery No. 28, Knight Templars 
and Unyava Chapter No. 106, O. E. S. 

This was followed by the grand 
master’s address, and the address of the 
orator of the day, Rev. Dr. J. H. Mc¬ 
Laren, pastor of the First Congrega¬ 
tional church of Riverside, closing with 
the impressive Masonic ceremony of 
laying the corner stone by the grand 
master and officers of the grand lodge. 

Keeping Soldiers in Cuba. 

The administration at Washington 
has made an eminently wise decision 
that our troops shall not be immediately 
withdrawn from Cuba as soon as the 
affairs of that island are turned over to 
the natives one year hence. When the 
island government is restored about 
2,000 American troops will be kept in 
the island, until such time as the Cuban 
and American authorities are convinced 
that their services, even in a precau¬ 
tionary capacity, are no longer needed. 
Gov. Magoon and the other representa¬ 
tives of the United States will retire 
from the islands, but the troops will 
stay over five or six months at least. 

This decision, it is understood, is 
based upon requests made by some of 
the most representative citizens of 
Cuba, men who are enthusiastically in 
favor of the restoration of the Cuban 
government, yet anxious that the in¬ 
dependence of the republic be estab¬ 
lished on a firm and stable basis. These 
men fear that premature withdrawal of 
the troops would be marked by upris¬ 
ings of the Cuban insurrectos and a 
split between political factions that 
might lead to an early overthrow of the 
government. They want the troops 
retained until the germ of stable gov¬ 
ernment has had time to spread and the 
new officials get the machinery of local 
affairs running smoothly. They want 
Uncle Sam, in the form of his army to 
act the role of spectator while the self- 
government experiment is again con¬ 
ducted through the preliminary stages. 
The Cuban leaders and the authorities 
at Washington have consequently 
agreed that it is better for the troops to 
remain a few months after the official 
evacuation of the island than to be J 
compelled to respond to a hurry call a 
little later.—Omaha Bee.

The juvenile library committee of 
the Woman’s club, Mesdames Thomas 
Camp and Pierce, wish to remind the 
members and all friends of the juve¬ 
nile library that 8 o’clock p. m., March 
4th at the public library building, is 
the time and place set in the by-laws of 
the library association for its annual 
meeting, and that in accordance with 
the published report of the association's 
directors, a vote of the association will 
then be taken to decide the question of 
establishing a free juvenile department 
in the public library of Sierra Madre. 

Interest in our deciiion of this ques¬ 
tion has spread even beyond the 
borders of our citv, as evidenced by a 
reference to it in the January number 
of News Notes of California Libraries, 
issued by the state library at Sacra¬ 
mento. 

That children are ready for this for¬ 
ward step in library affairs is shown by 
the fact that during the six months of 
the juvenile library’s existence forty- 
seven children have made use of it 
and 234 books have been circulated, and 
this under most meager and irregular 
conditions of service and the embarass- 
ment of frequent changes in location. 

Since the terms and conditions of 
membership in the public library as¬ 
sociation seem not to be generally 
known, a word of explanation may not 
be out of place. The library associa¬ 
tion of Sierra Madre consists of such 
adult residents as have paid the annual 
fee of $2.00, or $3.00 for two people if 
they are members of the same family. 
This may be paid to the acting librarian 
or to the treasurer, Prof. J. Hart. Such 
annual members are entitled to vote at 
the annual meetings of the library as¬ 
sociation. Voting may be done in per¬ 
son or by proxy.

It will 
be made the outpost harbor of the 
United States in the Pacific, guarding 
the entire Pacific coast, and the govern¬ 
ment will expend millions, if necessary, 
to make the harbor absolutely impreg¬ 
nable.
